North  Carolina  14,  Smith  0.  Is  an  alibi  in  order? 
All  right,  both  of  our  quarterbacks  were  riddled  with 
injuries,  and  you  know  a  car  cannot  run  without  gas. 

The  Fayetteville  Broncos  came  to  town,  and  provided 
the  Charlotte  fans  with  one  of  the  most  exciting  games 
of  the  year.  The  Bulls  were  in  true  form  that  night, 
eking  out  a  close  12  to  8  victory  for  their  fifth  and 
final  victory  and  thus  ending  the  1952  season. 

In  conclusion,  the  sports  editors  would  like  to  inject 
a  personal  note.  I  think  that  the  Golden  Bulls  had  the 
most  improved  team  in  the  CIAA.  The  coaching  and 
the  fellows  were  absolutely  great.
